The committee on resolutions, to which 
was referred General Lee's resolution ac- 
repting President McKinley’s proposal that 
ihe federal government should make pro- 
tision for the care of the graves of con- 
lederate dead, spent several hours discuss- 
mg the matter Ladas, and finally a compro- 
mise resolution, was framed, and will be 
fered as a substitute,

The resolution is to the effect that if the 
tational government desires to care for the 
fraves, the confederate veterans do not ob- 
lect to its taking charge of those in the 
iorth and in the neighborhood of the old 
War prisons, 

The resolution will state that the 
south has voluntarily undertaken to 
decorate and properly preserve the 
graves in the south, and the associa- 
tion does not feel warranted in taking 
from them what they have grown to 
regard as a duty. 

In general, the resolution is along the 
ines of the speech made by Mr. Busby yes- 
erday, and who proposed the substitute to 
the committee. The modified resolution has 
een submitted to General Lee, and he is 
inderstood to have accepted it. 

The swh-committee will report to the full 
*mmittee tomorrow morning, and the mat- 
er will then be laid before the convention. 
The election of officers will occur tomor- 
‘ow. General John B. Gordon has no oppo- 
‘ition to re-election as commander-in-chief, 
ind his election, probably, will be unani- 
nous.

After some further general business the 
feature of today’s session took place.* It 
Was General Wheeler's address, and the 
Scene that attended his introduction was 
one of frantic enthusiasm. Advancing to 
the front of the platform, General Gordon 
held up his hand and absolute silence fell 
Upon the vast audience as he said: 

“Comrades, I have here a real treat 
for you. If I should tell this. con-

General Gordon could ret no further. A 
Wild burst of applause thundered forth, 
rebel yells split the air and ihats, canes and 
handkerchiefs were waved as the great au- 
dience rose to its feet.

Wheeler’s Able Address. 

The audience rose as General Wheeler 
Stepped forward, apparently much affected. 
He wore a black Prince AlLert suit with 
badges on each lapel of his coat. -One was 
yellow by chance and the other was red. 
He spoke deliberately, calmly and clearly, 
the audience giving him close attention, His 
reference to the general sorrow caused by 
the death of Miss Winnie Davis affected 
many to tears. General Wheeler said in 
part: | 

The history of our country, when com- 
pared with that of all the eras that have 
preceded us, shows that our civilization 
has produced the highest class of men 
and the nobiest type of soldiers. The 
very idea of liberty nerves the soul and 
fires the heart. Defeat but exasperates, 
adding desperation to vigor and energy 
to determined resolve. 

It was the teaching of fathers and 
mothers who fled from the oppression ofr 
caste and class, braved the unfathomed 
ocean and landed upon these shores, 
confronted by wild beasts and savage 
Indians, that the highest honor and 
greatest privilege was to fight for coun- 
try, its safety and its honor. 

If the people of the north exce} in 
some qualities, it is also true that those 
of the sOuth excel in others. It has been 
Said that tenacity of_purpose, thrift and 
perseverance predominated in the north- 
ern. character... This may probably be 
so, but it is also true that other char- 
acteristics are more noticeabie among 
the people of the south. 

Then occurred one of the most pictur- 
esque incidents .of the session. General 
Gordon arose and walked to the front of the 
stage, followed by General Wade Hampton, 
escorted by Colonel Holmes and Major 
Barker, the former bearing a beautiful 
silk flag, one side of which was the battle 
flag of the confederacy and the reverse 
was the state flag of South Carolina. 

In a few well chosen words, Colonel 
Holmes presented the banner to General 
Hampton as the gift of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy of Charleston to the Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans. 

Mem rial Exercises Begin. 

Genera] Gordon then announced that the 
business of the convention would be sus- 
pended for the Winnie Davis memorial ex- 
ercises. By this time nearly all of tne 
sponsors had arrived, and with the pres- 
ence of hundreds of ladies in the boxes and 
on the floor the great auditorium presented 
a gay scene. 

For the time being the enthusiasm that 
had marked the gave way anu 
impressive silence as the old velerans list- 
ened to eloquent tributes to the meory of 
the daughter of the contederacy. in open- 
ing the exercises, General Gordon said: 

“My comrades, we approach a sol- 

emnity which will awaken in. every 
heart the sweetest, tenderest recoliec- 
tions that have stirred us for many 
days. We are about to give ourse:ves 
the melancholy pleasure of again hon- 
oring a sweet woman whose memory 
will always live in every confederate 


household.”’ 

He then asked Bishop Capers to deliver 
a prayer, and when the bishop conciuded 
General Gordon introduced the orator of 
the occasion, Colone] Bennett H. Young, 
of Louisville. Colonel Young’s eulogy was 
a masterpiece of tender eloquence and 
many persons in the audience were visibly 
affected as he dwelt upon the place which 
Miss Davis held in the hearts and homes 
of the southland. 

The Louisiana Glee Club then = sang 
‘“‘Nearer My God to Thee,”’ and at the con- 
clusion of the hymn General Lee arose 
and said that for many years Mrs. Davis 
had been unable, owing to ill health, to 
attend the reunions of the association, but 
that on this occasion she was represented 
by Miss Wailer, of Mississippi. 

As General Lee bowed toward her Miss 
Waller arose in her box and received the 
salute of the audience. This closed the 
exercises and a moment or so later Mr. 
H. A. Lockwood, of Mobile, Ala., arose 
and moved that the convention express its 
deep appreciation of those ‘‘chivalric and 
tender people of the north who had min- 
istered with tender care to the last hours 
of the Daughter of the Confederacy.’’ Gen- 
eral Gordon put the motion and the affir- 
mative response was so hearty that he did 
not ask for a negative vote.

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The President Spent His Time in Dis- 
posing of Business. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 11.—President Mc- 
Kinley ventured from his apartments and 
the porches on each side of them only twice 
today except for his bath. Each time he 
went for a short walk with Secretary Gage 
about the grounds, once in the forenvon 
and again after luncheon. 

His method of exercise is becoming 
known to the natives and today several 
summoned sufficient courage to address the 
chief executive, in each case receiving 
hearty handshakes. 

The president gave little attention to pub- 
lic business after disposing of inis mail, 
which was quite heavy. He has many of 
the daily newspapers from all sections of 
the country sent to him and these he reads 
assiduously, devoting several hours to thein. 
Thus he passes the time.

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BUILD MONUMENTS IN FRANCE. 


Americans May Erect Three Statues in 
the City of Paris. 
Washington, May j1.—Tne good feeling in 
this country toward France is shown in 
three distinct projects for erecting statues 

in France during the Paris exposition. 

The latest of these is to erect a statue of 
Rochambeau in the French village of his 
birth. Lhe plan has originated in Phila- 
delphia, where $1,000 will be contributed; 
another $1,000 will be raised in the country- 
at-large and another $1,000 in France. Sec- 
retary Hay views the project with much 
favor. 

Another statue project is in charge of 
prominent women representing the women 
of America, who propose to erect an eques- 
trian statue of Washington in one of the 
public reservations of Paris. Mrs. Justice 
Field is at the head of the committee, and 
$15,000 is in hand. The French ambassador 
has notified the Paris authorities and has 
suggestea to the prefect of the Seine and 
president of the municipality that a suita- 
ble reservation be set aside for the scheme. 

A statue of Lafayette also is to be erect- 
ed at Paris, through the efforts of United 
States Commissioner Peck. 

The state department has been advised 
of the appointment of Captain Virnal as 
French military attache here. 


DEWEY IS EXPECTED IN JULY. 


The Navy Department Will Let Him 
Choose His Course Home. 
Wasingon, May 11.—Secretary Long to- 
day said that the navy department would 
not seek .to influence Admiral Dewey in 
any way in the selection of the route ty 
which he will return to the United States. 
By an old custom of the department, an 
admiral is allowed to return to the United 
States at the end of his tour of service cn 
a foreign station in his own flagship, and 
in the present case Admiral Dewey may 
choose his own course; coming either by 
way of Suez or directly across the Pacific.

Jobnston’s Suggestions as to Suffrage 
Meet with Opposition. 


GRAVES PROPOSES A BALLOT REFORM 


Alabama’s General Assembly Provides 
for Two Sessions a Day and Is 
Now Hard at Work. 


Montgomery, <Ala., May 11.—(Special.)— 
Nothing of importance was accomplished 
in either the.senate cr the house today. 
The proceedings since the repeal of the con- 
vention act clearly. indicate that the con- 
vention advocates will not consent that any 
amendments shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple by the legislature. 

As soon as Governor Johnston recom- 
mended the passage of an amendment to 
regulate the suffrage question practically 
the whole convention strength in the two 
houses lined up against him, and as a 
number of the anti-convention advocates in 
both houses are opposed to having the 
ballot system of ihe state tinkered with in 
any way, the prospects are that no Dill 
providing additional qualifications for elec- 
tors will be passed, although perhaps a 
dozen have been introduced. Perhaps the 
most popular ballot reform amendment that 
has been suggested up to this time is that 
introduced by Mr. Graves, of Montgomery. 
It seeks to amend article 8 of the constitu- 


tion as follows:

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FLORIDA LEGISLATURE AT WORK 


House and Senate Are Passing Bills 
Right Along. 

Tallahassee, Fla., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
senate disposed of all bills on its calendar 
this morning, the most important passed 
being a general law for the assessment and 
collection of revenues; providing for better 
care of state convicts; exempting confeder- 
ate soldiers and sailors having less than 
$500 property from taxation; providing for 
leasing county convicts. No new bills were 
introduced in the senate. 

The house devoted the day to discussing 
bills for regulation of the liquor traffic, two 
being considered, each exciting long and 
warm debates. The first prohibits keeping 
a saloon within four miles of a church or 
school, except within incorporated towns 
and cities. The other abolishes the neces- 
sity of petitions of electors for securing 
license; provTdes that any man over twenty- 
one, of good moral character, upon appli- 
cation to the board of county commission- 
ers, shall receive a license, unless charges 
against applicant are made and sustained. 

A solution of the problem as to what 
judicial powers the railroad commission 
shall be given is still yexing all the legisla- 
tors.

CLOSER RELATIONSHIP WANTED 


Committees by Which Arbitration Forms a 
Feature Are Created, 


MILLS ALL iN PROSPEROUS FORM 


Mr. Tompkins Is Again Made Fres- 
ident and Assures the Mem- 
bers of the Good Work 
They Are Able To Ac- 
complish. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
Southern Cotton Spinners’ Association as- 
sembled in the county courthouse here at 
10:30 o'clock this morning. President D. A, 
Tompkins called the meeting to order, and 
Was made permanent chairman, while 
George B. Hiss was re-elected secretary. 

Mr. Tompkins, in his opening address, 
said that the great benefits to be derived 
from the meeting together of the cotton 
manufacturers of the south were already 
apparent, and the necessity of such an as- 
sociation as this organization had been 
made clear to many minds, A number who 
hesitated to attend the meetings or join the 
association because they thought they would 
be bound to some policy or some action that 
would not be approved by their directors, 
had changed their minds, now appreciated 
the purpose of the association, and, 
consequence, its membership has largely 
increased. The organization, he said, is to 
promote free commercial and social inter- 
course among the men in the same line of 
manufacture, and is for mutual] assistance 
and protection. that four 
standing committees be appointed—one on 
freight rates, one on arbitration of cotton 
sales, one on arbitration of cotton yarn 
Sales and one on arbitration of cloth sales. 

The chairman announced as the commit- 
tee on credentials: J. M. Beatty, of Winns- 
boro, S. C.; B. S. Walker, of Monroe, Ga., 
and R. B. Miller, of Shelby, N. C. The con- 
stitution and by-laws as recommended at 
the previous meeting were read and adopt- 
ed by sections, some minor changes being 
made regarding admissions to member- 
ship, etc. 

The report of Secretary and Treasurer 
George B. Hiss showed that the assoctation 
is in fine condition, and, after paying all its 
expenses for the year, has over five hundre@ 
dollars in the treasury. The following new 
members were elected:

At the afternoon session the suggestions 
regarding committees were adopted, and 
the chajrman was authorized to appoint 
them. These committees are of prime im- 
portance, as they will have a large influence 
in the affairs of the members of the asso- 
ciation, and consequently in most of the 
southern mills. President Tompkins will 
consult a number of leading mill men be- 
fore naming these committees. The com- 
mittee on yarns will consist of two southern 
manufacturers and two sellers of yarns 
from the north, they to choose a fifth in 
case they disagree. The cloth committee 
will be composed of two cloth commission 
men and two manufacturers, they to choose 
another member. The cotton committee, 
which is to arbitrate all disputes regarding 
the sale of new cotton to mills, is to be 
composed of two leading cotton factories 
and two manufacturers, they to choose a 
fifth. 


Everything Goes to Arbitration. 

It is proposed to submit to these arbitra- 
tion committees all matters that may be in 
dispute between cotton spinners, railroads, 
yarn and cloth commission merchants and 
cotton factories, and it is thought this will 
bring about a better feeling among the dif- 
ferent branches connected with the manu- 
facture of cotton. The association adjourn- 
ed this afternoon. 

There was little speech-making during the 
session. It was an aggregation of hard- 
headed business men, and they talked only 
business. They discussed among them- 
selves their plans of successes, failures and 
prospects. They spent the day in discussing 
plans and methods of manufacturing and 
sale. More than half the cotton mills in 
the south were represented at the meeting. 
There were some 125 cotton manufacturers 
present, among them the leading spinners 
of the south, and many of these are inter- 
ested in half a dozen different mills. Most 
of the yarn commission houses of the 
north, the emachinery and oil houses an@ 
the allied industries were well represented. 
Members were present from North and 
South Carolina, Virginia, Georgia, Tennes- 
see and Mississippi. 

Tonight at 10:30 o'clock an elegant banquet 
was given at the Central hotel, the large 
dining room being elaborately decorated 
with the stars and stripes, potted plants 
and cut flowers. Covers were laid for 175. 

The manufacturers say this meeting will 
result in the eloser co-operation of the 
southern mills, and the arbitration commit- 
tees. will prevent or settle many troubles 
that have heretofore arisen between the 
spinners and the allied trades. Yarn man- 
ufacturing in the south is in a flourishing 
condition, and one hears on every hand of 
ample orders, running over time and the 
building of additions to mills. ;

Charleston Did Not Give Visitors At- 
tention Usually Shown.

Charleston, 8. C., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
day with the veterans has pdssed off with- 
out anything of great moment and most 
of them have been occupied in seeing the 
sights and seeking cool places. The weath- 
er has been disagreeably warm and great 
crowds have gone over to the islands and 
have been sailing on the water about here. 

The veterans have been busy discussing 
the selection of the next place for the re- 
union and the election of a commander-in- 
chief. The chances are that a great fight 
will be made between Louisville and Bal- 
timore for the next convention, with a 
probability of New York city asking for 
it. It is stated here authoritatively that 
New York will ask for the next conven- 
tion, and if such develops to be the case 
there is undoubtedly a strong desire on 
the part of many veterans to hold the re- 
union in that city. 

A prominent New Yorker who Is here for 
the purpose of getting the sentiment of 
the veterans in regard to the matter, told 
one of the Georgia delegates today that 
the metropolis was ready to give $200,000 
for the purpose of having a confederate 
reunion there. It is just possible that New 
York will defer its invitation until the 
next reunion, but will work for it here 
so as to make sure that it will not be re- 
fused. At any rate, there will be a strong 
fight made tomorrow morning between 
Louisville and Baltimore. From all that 
I can learn as between these two cities 
Louisville will undoubtedly win, The se- 
lection of a place takes place tomorrow 
morning, and that session will be the 
largest one of the reunion. 

The Sons of the Veterans are doing some 
lively wire pulling in the approaching elee- 
tion of a commander in chief and the 
greatest interest is being taken by al! here, 
The fight between Judge Walter Colquitt 
and Robert E. Lee, Jr., is going to be an 
exciting one and the friends of both of 
these young men are hard at work. It 
was rumored tonight that the Lee faction 
had given up the fight, but this has been 
denied by some of his supporters. While 
the present commander, Smythe, has stated 
that he would not accept the office again, 
it is probable that he will be nominated 
anyway and given the opportunity of re- 
fusing the office if elected. If the fight 
takes this turn, ag it very likely will, and 
Smythe resigns, Colquitt's election seems 
assured, 

Governor Candler, his staff and party 
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tributed to the people of Charleston. In 
preparing for the reunion the Charleston 
people seem to have made such efforts to 
merely feed and house the veterans that 
many other important features have been 
Badly neglected. The social side of the re- 
union that has been the real life of pre- 
vious. ones seems to have been entirely 
forgotten here. Governor Candler was the 
only governor here, and his staff undoubt- 
edly made the greatest impression with the 
people. In the parade of yesterday the 
governor and his officers received a grand 
ovation all along the line of march. Even 
the popular Joe Whecler did not receive the 
cheers given the Georgians. Through a 
piece of terrible mismanagement, however, 
the governor was not given a place with 
the reviewing party and he and his staff 
passed along with the reviewed instead of 
being with the reviewers, where courtesy 
at jeast demanded they should have been or 
at least received an invitation to be. The 
governor did not see the interior of the au- 
KBE yp where alj 'the sessions have been 
held, during his stay. A place was re- 
served for the Georgians in the au- 
ditorium on the day of the parade, but ow- 
ing to another blunder and the lack of any 
invitation, the Georgians were detached 
from the parade and took no part in the 
exercises further than to be seen in the line 
of march. While the Atlanta party would 
not comment on the matter,_it is a fact that 
for some unknown reason, or even without 
reason, those gocial attentions due them 
from a matter of courtesy, if from np other 
reason, were entirely and without exception 
wanting, and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the entire party left here thoroughly, 
and justly so, disgusted with the much 
talked of hospitality of Charleston. As the 
governor’s party was a delightful. one, 
however, and charmingly congenial, they 
managed-to entertain themselves, and their 
trip Was a most pleasant one, 

The sponsors here from all over the coun- 
try, however, were not so reticent about 
expressing themselves in regard to the at- 
tention, or rather lack of attention, shown 
them, for absolutely nothing has been done 
by the Charlestonians in the way of social 
functions, and they do not hesitate to say 
that socially the reunion has been a misera- 
ble failure. Tonight an informal dance is 
being given at the Charleston hotel for 
their pleasure, got up and paid for entirely 
by the visiting young men here from At- 
lanta and other cities. The vast majority 
of the visiting sponsors at the hotels have 
not even met any of the Charleston young 
men or ladies and not a single affair of any 
kind has been given them so far by the 
Charleston people and many of them have 
discarded their badges entirely. The reason 
for this, if there is a reason, is both a mat- 
ter of mystery and indifference to the young 
ladies, as the visiting men have done every- 
thing possible for them.and their stay has 
not been unpleasant. A dance of some 
kind is scheduled for tonight at one of the 
public parks about here, but the sponsors 
are not wildly enthusiastic about it, as it 
will be exceedingly unpleasant for them to 
take a long trip on the water in their even- 
ing gowns. Heretofore the social side of 
the reunions have been so attractive that 
the lack of it here is all the talk. 

The Georgia division of the veterans’ as- 
sociation held a meeting today and ap- 
pointed a committee to divide the state into 
four brigades and sub-divide the brigades 
into regiments. This committee consists of 
Captain Ben Smith, of Augusta; Colonel 
Wilson, of Savannah; Captain Wheatly, of 
Americus, ang Captain A. J. West, of At- 
lanta. This committee will also select a 
time and place for the next division reunion 
and that will be the state fair in Atlanta 
next fall. At that reunion a division com- 
mander will be elected, and while there is 
not the slightest objection to General 
Evans, Georgia will probably follow the ex- 
ample of all the other states and adopt a 
plan of rotating this office. The office of 
division commandershiv is an honorary 
one, and ‘there is a desire on the part of all 
the Georgians here to have a different 
commander each year. ‘Even now the next 
commander is being speken of among Geor- 
gians while they are together, and the 
universal opinion is ‘that Captain A, J. 
West should be the next one honored. He 
has been one of the most ardent workers 
in the brigade and it was due to his efforts 
that the last reunion was held in Atlanta. 
It is safe to predict even now, judging 
from the sentiment among the Georgians, 
that he will be elected the next division 
commander at the coming Georgia re- 
union.

DEAD MAN HAD MANY FRIENDS 


Building Into Which the Slayer Filed 
Is Now Being Guarded by a 
Great Throng and More 
Trouble Is Ex- 
pected. 


Edwardsville, Ala., May 11.—(Special.)— 
D. R. Burgess, a former United States dep- 
uty marshal, was shot five times and in- 
stantly killed by Town Marshal A. C. Sor- 
rells about dark tonight. ‘There was an old 
grudge between the two men. 

Sorrells was employed by Burgess when 
the latter was deputy marshal and there 
was a serious misunderstanding about the 
pay. Sorrells resigned and was elected 
town marshal. Charges were filed against 
Burgess later and he lost_his place, charg- 
ing it to Sorrells, it is said. 

The trouble tonight originated when Sor- 
rells threatened tthe arrest of a drunken 
man. Burgess went into a nearby saloon, 
and thinking that he had gone for a gun 
Sorrells shot him as he stopped and turned 
at the door. 

Sorrells wenf up the street to the court- 
house, firing a pistol once or twice as he 


went. 


* At last reports he was in the courthouse 


and the building was surrounded. Burgess 
has a father and brother and a number of 
friends in Edwardsviile, and as Sorrells 
is also very popular further and serious 


trouble is feared tonight.

Clarke, of Macon, has in his possession 


two of the origina. muster roils of the war 
af. 1812. One is the. muster roll of the 
Augusta Volunteer Rangers, commanded 
by Captain Willoughby Bartow, belong- 
ing to the First Regiment of Georgla Mi- 
litia, in the service of the United States 
under the command of Lientcnant Colonel 
Samuel Groves. from the 0th September 
1x13, when last mustered to March ist 1814. 
There are lUl names on this roll, officers 
and privates. This roll shows that several 
of the company were killed in action, The 
mustering in of this company coinmenced 


on August 13, 1813. The company Was 
mustered at Millegdeville March 1, IS14. 
The other muster roll in possesion of 
Mr. Clarke, is that of the company of 


Captain John H. Broadnax, infantry, First 
Regiment of Georgia militia, in the service 
of the United States, under command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Samuel Groves, from 
September 30, 1813 to March 5, 1814. There 
g@re 102 names on this roll. This company 
was also mustered at Milledgeville. 

The parchment on which the muster 
rolls are written are tinged with age, but 
the names which are written in black ink 
are still very legible. The rolls furnished 
belonged to the grandfather of Mr. Clarke, 
now desceased.

Washington County Carries a Secret 
That Has Never Been Opened. 


PLACE CAUSES SPECULATION 


Water Bubbles from Sandbeds, Passes 
‘Under Natural Bridge and Is Lost. 


TS COURSE CANNOT BE TRACED 


Cavern Into Which the Creek Goes Has 
Been Explored for Days, but 
Without Success. 


Sandersville, Ga., May 11.—(Special)—Near 
the town limits of Sandersville there is a 
beautiful, well-shaded spot in a small val- 
ley, known as the ‘‘Limesinks.’’ Numerous 
Star fish petrified are found on the hillsides; 
they are commonly called lime biscults. 

A bridge of natural limestone formation, 
under which runs a strong, clear brook, 
having its source In a bold spring in the 
nearby woods, leads to the valley. This 
spring is known as the Boiling spring, from 
its apparent bolling up through a number 
of holes in its sandy basin, with power 
enough to force’ sand through a selve 
pressed down in the sand bed. 

The stream, after passing under the nat- 
ural bridge, runs in a hollowed out place, 
horse-shoe in shape, fringed deeply with 
reeds, and disappears in a cavern of the 
limestone hill. 

The spot has been the picnic and pleasure 
grounds of many generations, and was 
plainly enjoyed by the Indians of former 
times, from the numerous finds of arrow 
heads and spear heads turne@ up by the 
Plow in the neighboring fields. A bowl 
hollowed out from a large rock is there, 
and was evidently a mill for grinding their 
maize. 

Numerous legends of the Indians are ex- 
tant, one of which is that an Indian, closely 
pursued by white men, passed into this 
cavern, and, after several days, made his 
appearance in the public well on the public 
square. 

Sharks’ teeth and various sea shells are 
found, showing the presence of the sea in 
former times. 

There is no doubt but this place fs as 
rich in phosphates as the phosphate beds 
of Florida and Charleston. 

Three or four men from Sandersville at- 
tempted to explore the cave, after loading 
themselves with three days’ rations and 
torches and candles. They remained in the 
excavation several days, and were fre- 
quently forced to crawl on their hands and 
knees. Their lights gave out before their 
provisions, forcing them back before they 
could obtain the secret of this underground 
passage.

Savannah, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
Students’ Art League, established here 
three years ago, has just found out that 
the encouragement is not. sufficient to 
maintain it, and it has become defunct, 
wortny though it was to remain and flour- 
ish, had conditions favored it.

DESCENDED FROM BAPTIST FOUNDER

Savannah, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
announcement from Washington that it had 
been decided to name the fortifications on, 
Tybee island Fort Screven, in honor of 
Brigadier General James Screven, of revo- 
lutionary fame, led to inquiry today as to 
who General Screven was, 

General Screven was a South Carolinian 
by birth, and his grandfather, Rev. William 
Screven, was the founder of the Baptist 
church In that state. 

In early life General Screven moved to 
Georgia and settled in Liberty county, near

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the old Midway church. He had been 
prominent in the councils of the colony, and 
was among the first to answer the call to 
arms. He raised a company, of which he 
became captain, and was promoted rapidly 
to colonel, then to brigadier general, for 
gallant conduct. On one occasion he went 
out with several of his men ina small boat 
to parley with some British officers on 
board a man-of-war. Their hostile attitude 
disgusted him, and his men fired into a 
bunch of the Britishers. The cruiser re- 
turned the fife upon the boat, and came 
near ending the lives of all in it then and 
there. Their escape was nothing short of 
miraculous. : “ 

zyeneral Screven was killed within a short 
distance of the Midway church, in Liberty 
county, and not far from his home. With 
a party of his men he was reconnoitering 
in the woods, where, as it appears from the 
accounts, some British soldiers, concealed 
in the bushes, heard bis men address him 


as General. Thereupon they fired, and 
General Screven fell, wounded, the party 
taking to flight. General Screven died 
November 24, 1778. 


It was proposed at one time in congress 
that a monument be erected to his memory, 
but for some reason the project was never 
carried out. It is gratifying to his descend- 
ants here that this recognition of his ser- 
vices, though long delayed, has come at 
last. 

The only direct descendant of General 
Screven now living in Savannah is Raymond 
Harris Screven. Colonel John Screven, who 
is well known throughout Georgia, was 
descended from a brother of General 
Screven. This brother served one General 
Screven’s staff, and was with him when he 
was killed.

BAYNES’S FATHER IS MISSING. 
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Young Negro Arrested Charged with 
Murder and Robbery. 

Shady Dale, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—Jack 
Baynes, a negro, was arrested here last 
night charged with the murder of his fa- 
ther, Sam Baynes. About twelve days ago 
Jack and his wife left with his father and 
Brother Bob for a trip in southwest Geor- 
gia, hunting for sawmill work. Sam Baynes 
had with him $600 in cash. 

Jack Baynes returned yesterday without 
his father and was spending money promis- 
cuously. Hi uncle, Ned Bayne, became 
suspicious, knowing that his brother, who 
is now. missing, was close with his money, 
and knowing that JacK was accustomed tu 
handling but little. He at once began to 
telegraph as tto the whereabouts of Sam 
Baynes. No trace could be found and his 
son Jack was arrested. Forty dollars was 
found in Jack's trunk, and a lot of cir- 
cumstances indicate that Jack killed his 
father for his money when near Knoxville, 
Crawford county, Georgia.

THREE BUILDINGS IN 
GAINESVILLE BURN 
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Early Morning Fire Wipes Ont Several 
Firms, 


NO INSURANCE WAS CARRIED 
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Heavy Rate Charged by Companies 
Prevented Policies Being Taken. 


HARD WORK TO SAVE OTHER PLACES 
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Houses Destroyed Were Not Valuable 
Structures and Will Not Be 
Rebuilt. 


Gainesville, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 4 o'clock fire originated in the 
building owned by Messrs. Pryor and Mun- 
dy, at the corner of Bradford and Broad 
streets and the buildings of Pryor & Mun- 
dy, Martin & Hunt and Mrs. J. R. Thorn- 
ton were consumed, 

The loss is estimated at $13,000, and the 
following are the losers: E. E. Buffington 
repair shop fixtures, $300; Mundy & Pryor 
buildin, $400; Martin & Hunt ice plant and 
building, $7,000; W. R. Canning & Brother 
warehouse and goods stored therein, $3,500; 
Mrs. J. R. Thornton two buildings, $400; 
Shelton & Hunt marble works, $1,000; H. 
A. Terrell produce and cases, $125; H. W. 
Rich building damaged, $3. 

As soon as the alarm was given the 
fire department responded promptly and 
went to work in earnest to check the 
flames. 

The offices of the Southern Express 
Co., and The Georgia Cracker were threat- 
ened for awhile and much of the furniture 
and material was removed from them. 
However, the fire wall of the express 
building next to the flames kept them in 
check until the fire department could play 
upon them sufficiently to keep them fram 
spreading. 

There was no insurance upon any of the 
buildings or the goods or plants. The 
high rate of fire per cent kept the owners 
from insuring. All the buildings were of 
corrugated iron and were inexpensive 
They burned rapidJy and it was only a 
few minutes after the first building caught 
uptil all four were in flames. 

The heaviest losers are Martin & Hunt, 
and W. R. Canning & Brother. The ice 
plant of Martin & Hunt was totally de- 
stroyed. W. R. Canning & Brother had 
about $3,000 worth of goods in their ware- 
house and the small amount of goods 
Saved was badly damaged. 

None of the buildings will be rebuilt 
right away, and Messrs. Martin®& Hunt 
will not replace their fee plant. JIt is un- 
derstood that the city council will refuse 
to issue permits hearafter for the erection 
of any corrugated iron buildings within 
the fire limf/s, and if buildings are put 
up Where those were burned they must be 
of brick , 


SOON READY FOR OCCUPANCY. 


Savannah’s New Public Building Will 
Be Completed Shortly. 

Savannah, May 11.—(Special.)—Savan- 
nah’s new public building will be completed 
and ready for occupancy by July Ist. 
This is the announcement of the contract- 
ors who have in hand the work of com- 
pleting the interior of the structure, and 
they assert now that there is no doubt 
about it, and that the United States court 
can hold its first session there in the early 
part of July, provided the department 1s 
prompt in putting in the carpets and fur- 
niture, 

The rooms in the building have all been 
assigned with one or two exceptions, no- 
tably two rooms on the second floor for 
which both the weather bureau and the 
officers of the court put In a claim.

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It is given out on what seems to be 
good authority that President McKinley 
intends to call an extra session of con- 
gress at an early day to deal with the 
Philippine question, and also with what 
is called the currency problem. 

This currency problem seems fo pos- 
sess elements of considerable doubt so 
far as the leading republicans are con- 
cerned. They feel it incumbent on them- 
selves to tread very lightly over the 
grave in which Editor Godkin is sup- 
posed to have buried silver, and when 
they approach the subject they lower 
their voices and speak in subdued tones, 
and have the officious air of solemnity 
which characterizes those whose duty 
calls them to a house where contagion 
has done its worst. 

The republican caucus committee, 
which was appointed to confer and for- 
mulate a currency plan to te presented 
to the house when it shall essemble, 
has recently announced that it hal dis- 
covered a plan by which the gold stand- 
ard can be made permanent. lt hag also 
been given out that the committee has 
adopted other measures calculated to 
strengthen and promote the mischief 
which the gold standard has already ac- 
complished. 

Nevertheless, the statement comes’ 
from Washington that the president is 
not altogether satisfied with the flans 
formulated by the eciucus committee, 
and that, in consequence, an «xtra ses- 
sion of congress will be called for the 
purpose of settling the question as 
promptly as possile. Jt is pointed out 
that the recommendations made by the 
president have not in all respects been 
followed by the committ-e. These rec- 
ommendations were that the greenbacks 
redeemed in gold were not to be paid 
out again unless iu exchange for egcld; 
that national banks be permitied to 
issue circulation up to ihe par value 
of their bonds; that the tax of 1 per 
cent on national bank circulation be 
reduced, and that national banks witha 
capital of $25,090 be authorized in small 
towns. 

It ig further stated that this question 
ig to be disposed of promptly in the hope 
that such action will prevent it from 
being a factor in the next campaign. 
But, alas! questions affecting the well- 
being of all classes of society «alwavs 
continue to be factors in the political 
campaigns in this repuhblie until they 
are setiled rigiut. Thiy has been the 
history of all such questions. ‘There is 
no permanence here for any measure or 
any scheme that breeds injustice. and 
sooner or later, it is either abolished 
or modified in the interest of the peo- 
ple. 

Such being the course of our political 
history, The Constitution welcomes any 
disposition on the part of the opposi- 
tion to take a decided stand on the most 
important of all questions. This it has 
never yet done. The republican party 
has not only never declared for the gold 
standard, but has been the author of 
every piece of silver legislation de- 
nouneed by those who favor the gold 
standard. It formed the Bland-Allison 
act and the Sherman law, and, as late 
as 1896, declared that the gold standard 
Was a mere makeshift toward securing 
international bimetallism. 

We understand, of course, that the 
republican leaders, all of whom at some 
period of their careers have been silver 
men, are heart and soul in favor of the 
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| gold standard, and have been since the 
issue wag raised; but we refer to the 
record of the party to show how shifty, 
evasive and hypocritical they have been 
in dealing with that issue and, indeed, 
with the whole question of currency re- 
form. - We welcome the announcement 
that these leaders now propose to deal 
with this great question in no uncer- 
| tain way. They cannot, in the nature 
of things, settle it permanently, but 
they can at least give the people to un- 
derstand what they really favor, and 
what scheme they propose to put into 
the law for the purpose of carrying out 


their designs. 
It is worthy of note that 
Morgan, before he sailed for

announaed that he id not believe that 


any plan which the republicans had 
in view was either. necessary or desir- 
able. But if we are to have an extra 
session of congress for the purpose of 
putting the republican plan into opera- 
tion, the people will be able to judge 
for themselves. The republicans, as the 
people know by experience, are entirely 
capable of making promises in their 
platforms which thev have no intention 
of. carrying out, but when they place 
their schemes and plans into the body of 
the law they cannot evade responsibility 
therefor. 

lor that reason, we are glad to hear 
that there is to be an extra session of 
congress for the purpose of dealing with 
the currency question. When they place 
their plan in the laws the question will 
be settled so far as the republicans are 
concerned; their intentions will be 
known beyond the possibility of denial; 
and then the people can take hold of 
the matter and settle it according to 
their own ideas of right and justice. That 
is why we are glad that at last, after 
so much twisting and turning, and shift- 
ing and squirming, the republicans are 
to be brought face to face with the re- 
sponsibilities they have assumed. : 


Mayor Price’s Library. 

The city of Macon has no Andrew 
Carnegie, nor has it as yet come to the 
attention of that distinguished philan- 
thropist, but it has a Daisy Price and 
through the efforts of that distinguished 
and broad-minded public official, the 
long felt want of a puDlic library is to 
be filled. 

As everybody in Georgia 
the use of the appellation ‘Daisy’ 
in connection with the name of his 
honor, the mayor of Macon, is no 
indication of disrespect. We have a 
faint recollection that Mayor [Trice 
carries through life the initials “S. 
B,” though what these ‘may stand 
for nobody in Georgia knows; to every 
many, woman and child in Macon he is 
“Daisy,” and any reference to him in 
any other way would but muddy the 
waters by starting up a guessing match 
as to the identity of “S.—B~-’ Price. 

Well, his honor, Mayor Price, is a firm 
believer in the educating influences of 
libraries and he has set about in the 
most practical way to furnish such fa- 
cilities to those of the people of Macon 
who have them not. His idea is the 
establishment of a genuine people’s li- 
brary. The city has, at his instance, 
set apart a lot for the location of a li- 
brary building, and a friend of the mayor 
whose identity has not been revealed, 
will erect a suitable building thereon. 
Many of the people of Macon have con- 
tributed books, but it will take many 
contributiong to make the library what 
its founder hopes to see it, and the 
mayor asks his friends throughout Geor- 
gia to help him out. 

Contributions of a single volume, or 
any number of volumes, will be most 
grateful to him, for his heart is in this 
cause and he wants to see it a splendid 
success. It is certainly a project worthy 
of success by whomsoever started, and 
the many friends of Macon’s popular 
mavor will see to it that under his 
championship it shall certainly not be 
lacking in the materials which go to 
make up a library of the right sort. Send 
on your books.

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The Cuban Outlook. 

An American, who is editing a paper 
in Havana, complains that while our 
government has introduced various Ssal- 
utary changes in Cuba, it hag left the 
old Spanish laws in operation with 
Spanish judges to administer them. 

But what was to be expected? We 
owed it to ourselves and our Cuban 
neighbors to put an end to the oppres- 
sive occupation of the island by Spain; 
we OWe it to ourselves, to our own safe- 
ty, to go as far as we can in applying 
the principles of scientific sanitation to 
Havana and other Cuban ports; and 
We owe it to ourselves and to the Cubans 
to see, as far as we may, that peace and 
good order prevail in the island. But 
as to making civil laws for them, that 
is another matter. 

This government is in the position 
of the big boy who has rescued*a small 
chap from the persecutions vu. a crowd of 
juvenile hoodlums. In rescuing the small 
boy, the big boy has assumed responsibil- 
ities. He cannot go away and leave the 
little fellow to be attacked again; he 
must see his charge safely home. The 
United States feel bound to see Cuba 
safely home. : 

If the Cubans develop sagacity enough 
to set up for themselves, and are able 
to maintain an orderly government, free 
from the traditions of civil and military 
tyranny under which they have lived so 
long, they would not thank us for mak- 
ing laws for them. On the other hand, 
if their efforts at self-government should 
degenerate into a conflict between arm- 
ed factions, it would be incumbent on 
the United States to step in and remove 
the difficulty by giving the Cubans an 
object lesson in good government. 

The Constitution has never taken any 
stock in the sensational reports from 
Cuba in regard to the character of the 
inhabitants, and its conservatism in this 
matter has been simply borne out by 
the testimony of all the commanders 
who have been brought directly in con- 
tact with the Cubans, from Kent to 
Wood. But it is a fact to which the 
eyes of thoughtful and sympathetic ob- 
servers cannot remain shut, that the 
right to be free and the ability to set 
up a peaceful and an orderly govern- 
ment bear small relation to each other. 
One is a principle, the other takes hold 
of concrete facts. 

It is no discredit to any race that has 
been subjected to tyranny and oppres- 
sion for hundreds of years. to say that 
it lacks some of the qualities necessary 
to self-government. It may have the 

highest ideals of liberty and freedom 
and yet fall short of their realization 
in fact. For government igs not a matter 


knows, 


| of sentiment. 
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When once its wheels are 

set in motion, it is a terribly practical 
thing; its powers are such that they 
may easily overlap and overstep the 
bounds of the law. The right of self- 
government involves the ability to gov- 
ern, and the ability to govern is not 
the result of a heaven-sent inspiration. 

No race can evade the natural and 
inevitable results of its environment. 
When the Americans undertook in 1776 
to set upa government of their own they 
and their ancestors had heen enjoying the 
fruits of magna charta and the bene- 
fits of the English constitution for many 
years. They. were equipped for self- 
government not only by their ideals, 
but by their experience. They had the 
beneflits of all the developments in the 
direction of liberty that had taken place 
in England as the result of centuries of 
conflict. The Cubans, on the other 
hand, while their leaders have the ex- 
ample of this republic before them, have 
no experience in government save such 
as has been imposed on them by their 
Spanish oppressors. 

The question arises, therefore, wheth- 
er they are capable at this juncture of 
setting up and maintaining a govern- 
ment of their own, a government which, 
unlike those of other Latin-American 
states, would not be a prey to faction 
and the resort of discord. And it is a 
question which grows out of the com- 
plaint of the American editor in Havana 
that the United States have left the Span- 
ish judicial system undisturbed. We can 
contro] the sanitary measures of Cuban 
towns, and we can establish military 
laws insuring peace and good order; 
but we cannot, unless the Cubans de- 
mand annexation, make civil laws for 
them. That would be the veriest mock- 
ery of self-government. 

We think that public sentiment among 
the very classes in Cuba that would 
have to bear the burdens and responsi- 
bilities of self-government is rapidly 
growing in favor of annexation; and 
this. certainly, is the cheapest and most 
feasible plan under which the Cubans 
may enjoy th» blessings of independ- 
ence. , 
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The Lament of a Contemporary. 

Sorrow fills the hearts of the little 
coterie of bolters who, in the face of 
their own declarations that they do not 
expect to vote the party ticket in the 
next pnesidential contest, have yet been 
asking the democrats of Alabama to 
place in their hands the delicate work 
of making a new constitution for the 
state. Disappointment and despair reign 
where, but a few days since, there was 
rejoicing. A wail has gone up to high 
heaven and deep are the lamentations 
which combine to make that wail. 

The Constitution is the subject of it. 
With tears running down her cheeks, 
Grandma Advertiser declares that The 
Constitution has been meddling too 
much in Alabama affairs and is guilty 
of the heinous offense of telling the 
truth. Commenting upon the action of 
the legislature in supporting Governor 
Johnston in his advocacy of repeal, ‘The 
Advertiser says: 

Johnston's motive for w'shing to defeat 
a convention has never been a matter of 
doubt in the minds of any who know him 
well. The Atlanta Constitution has always 
been at his service, and often is inspired by 
him to meddle in Alabama affairs. The 
governor, who thinks Morgan and Pettus 
are an intermeddling lobby, so indecent 
that he must warn members in this message 
against their totinsels as an affront to their 
dignity, does not deem this Georgia paper 
an intermeddler. 

The special correspondent of The Consti- 
tution, who is always sent to the scene of 
any important events, gives a long and lurid 
aceount of the wrath of the people over the 
presence of a coterie of bolters. He says 
Uheir prominence in the convention move- 
ment Was so great as to compel the gov- 
ernor to recommend the repeai of the act, 
and thus prevent those genUuemen trom 
taking a seut. Of course this Correspondent 
never saw the povernor, and the governor, 
of course, never saw him. ‘he corresponda- 
ent Was Neverineiéss inspired. tie is Llel- 
ing the truth as to JONnston’s mulive, but 
he has Manulactured [he wrath ol the pev- 
pie. 

Now the people of Alabama under- 
Stand perfectiy the reason lor this ex- 
hibition of wrath On tiie part ot ‘Ine 
Advertiser. Even those wuo, for local 
reasons, continue to read that paper 
know tnat The Constitution has at least 
six times ag many readers in Alabama 
as has its Montgomery contemporary, 
and the fact that tois paper has practica)> 
ly absorbed the territory which she has 
been tondly regarding her own is as 
wormwood and gail to tne Old Lady. 
This is calculated to make her lose her 
temper. ‘he Constitution has no desire 
to start these ranklings in the old heart, 
but the people of Alabama persist in pre- 
ferring this paper to ‘lhe Advertiser and 
the voice of the people is the will of the 
Lord. ‘the demand tor The Constitution 
from across the border is very great and 
to supply that demand is our clear and 
unmistakable duty. 

To find herself thus shoved aside by 
those whom she hag regarded her chil- 
dren makes Grandma Advertiser sor- 
rowful and peevish, and it is, perhaps, 
natural that she should charge The Con- 
stitution with what, in her eyes, is the 
greatast possibile sin-—-that of telling 
the truth about Alabama politics. ‘To 
this we will have to plead guilty. This 
tendency to tell the truth about politics, 
and everything else for that matter, has 
been one of the leading characteristics 
of The Constitution from the day of its 
birth, and it is hard, you know, to make 
an old dog learn new tricks. 

Strange as it may seem, however, 
the people like that sort of thing. Those 
residing in the territory which The Ad- 
vertiser has claimed as its own are not 
different in this respect from the people 
of other parts of the south. They want 
the news and they want the truth; the 
fact that at least six times as many of 
them read The Constitution as read 
The Advertiser is certainly a strong in- 
dication of their ideas as to where they 
can best get the news and the truth. 

Much as we dislike to wound the feel- 
ings of the Old Lady, we must continue 
to send The Constitution to gladden the 
homes of the people of Alabama.

So much of the resolutions adopted by 
the conference of Virginians, now being 
held at Richmond, as call for an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution to pro- 
vide for the election of United States 
senators by the direct vote of the peo- 
ple will meet with the hearty indorse- 
ment of the people of the country with- 
out regard to party or state or section. 
In the new congress the spectacle will 
be presented of four states with only 
half representation in the senate be- 
cause. of manipulation of legislatures 
in the interest of, or in opposition to, 
some particular candidate. Penusylva- 


| nia, Utah, California and Delaware will 
each have but one senator; and not only 
will the power of each of those states 
be only half that to which it is entitled, 
but the federal government must do 
business with less than its full quota of 
senators, a condition of things that 
might, under some circumstances, prove 
detrimental to the country’s welfare. 

The senatorial vacancies,* or rather 
the manipulation that lies back of them, 
are a distinct menace to the welfare of 
all the people. That the possibility of 
such manipulattion could not have been 
contemplated by the framers of the con- 
stitution seems certain, else this method 
of elections by the legislatures would 
never have been adopted. During the 
past few years, the evils of legislative 
control by political bosses and the even 
greater evil of purchase of seats by men 
of wealth have drawn the attention of 
the people to the present system as it 
has never been drawn before, and the 
result aS a genera] and widespread pro- 
test which will, sooner or later, bring 
elections by the people. 

There is a natural tendency, however, 
to question some of the recent move- 
ments which have taken elections-by- 
the people as their text when it has been 
apparent that such movements had their 
birth in the personal ambitions of cer- 
tain aspirants for office. It is so with 
this Virginia movement. 

‘A strong effort was made under the 

direction of certain aspiring politicians 
of Virginia to commit the last state 
convention to a general primary, and 
on its face this looked so much like 
election by the people that a large ma- 
jority of the delegates were disposed to 
favor it. When, however, they made a 
closer analysis of the movement, they 
saw it had its inspiration in an effort 
of some men to strike a blow at the jun- 
ior senator from that state, Senator Mar- 
tin, in the hope that they might thereby 
help themselves, and when the test came, 
the resolutions prepared by these gentle- 
men were Overwhelmingly defeated. This 
present conference wil] doubtless have 
little effect in Virginia, for the reason 
that the animus is so clearly understood. 
It is worthy of note that while the at- 
tendance is large, it is made up princi- 
pally of the men who have hopes of 
profiting by Senator Martin’s overthrow 
and their friends. 
. Of course, conditions differ in the dif- 
ferent states, and what may be suitable 
to one state may not prove suitable to 
another; but all things considered, the 
system in vogue in Georgia—so long 
as the federal constitution remains as 
it is—seems to be the most satisfactory. 
Here the people have a direct voice in 
the selection of the senators through 
the primaries, the nominees for the leg- 
islature being in duty bound to follow 
the instructions thus given them. The 
identity of the counties in the legisla- 
ture is thus preserved, and at the same 
time there is full opportunity for the 
people to express their preferences as 
between the different aspirants. While 
this system has not been engrafted upon 
the legislation of the state, it has, nev- 
ertheless, become to be the democratic 
custom and that is, for all practical pur- 
poses, as binding as law. The man who 
would disregard the instructions given 
him by the people of his county would 
find net only political death, but dis- 
grace awaiting him. 

Until there is such a change ag will 
give the people a direct vote in the se- 
lection of senators, this plan of primary 
selection of the party nominees is de- 
cidedly the best. It has been establishea 
in Georgia to stay. 
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The fact that General Funston goes 
right ahead accumulating wounds in 
spite of his promotion shows that it is 
not really necessary for a general to go 
to sleep while his men are engaging the 
enemy.

The presentation was made at the Grant 
post, Grand Army of the Republic, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., by Mr. Wallace Bruce, 
who is president of the Florida chautauqua, 
in a speech full of brotherhood and pa- 
triotism. The occasion was a dinner given 
on Grant’s birthday. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Bruce said: 

“TIT ask the privilege of making this trowel 
doubly dear to General Gordon by the rela- 
tionship of time and place with our great 
general's birthday. It will give added 
value to know that it was given to him 
at the birthday banquet of one who 
wrought in immortal sentence and by every 
deeg of his life a wider brotherhood. It 
will become thereby commemorative 
not only of a single event, but in a larger 
sense, of the lifework of one whom we 
hope will long be spared to bind our great 
people in wider fraternity. They were 
warm personal friends, General Grant and 
General Gordon, and there is a special sig- 
nificance in this connection not only in 
the name of this post and the guard of 
honor to which it was assigned, but also 
in the fact that the eloquent words which 
dedicated the hall of ‘brotherhood in a far- 
off state were pronounced beneath the 
folds of the flag which Grant post, in this 
borough, sént one year ago in loving rec- 
ognition fo the Florida chautauqua and the 
boys in gray.”’ | 


What the Reunion Means. 

In a recent number of The Olympia 
Magazine, Mr. S. C. Tapp, a well-known 
member of the Atlanta bar, has an article 
on “The Nation's Reunion; The Correct 
Basis," which has attracted a goog deal 
of attention. He takes as his tneme the 
talk of a reunited country which has been 
50 prevalent since the Spanish-American 
war and gives it critical analysis. 

“We have,’ 
try, not because of the forgiven sins of 
either section, but because both sections 
have long since recognized the right of the 
Other's contention, and that both eonten- 
tions are necessary for the preservation 
of our institutions—that the states must be 
protected in their rights, and the federal 
Bevernment respected in its constitutional] 
sphere.”’ 

Mr. Tapp goes on to trace the history of 
the conflict between th@ two schools of 
thought which began back in the days of 
Hamilton and Jefferson, on down to the 
two schools whose chief expounders were 
Calhoun and Webster—Webster standing 
for the indissoluble union, Calhoun for the 
indestructible states. 

‘The trial,” he continues, “was nad be- 
fore the common. bar of the American peo- 
ple, and they referred it to the urbitra- 
ment of the swoid. The decision was ren- 
dered that the union must remain indis- 
soluble. The foreman of that jury Grant 
himself, amended the verdict $0 as to read: 
That the states must remain indestructi- 
ble. And hence this conflict worked out 
the final evolution of our political and 
constitutional policies and consummated a 
definite and fixed Sphere for the state and 
federal severnments. So that the question 
of destroying the states and dissolving 
the union could never arise again. The 
Slories of Bull Run and Gettysburg shall 
Stand on the pages of American history 
declaring that these two policies in our 
dual form of government are sacred to the 
American heart and must be preserved

Mr. Thomp- 
son requested that all information as to 
such books be sent to the Philadelphia 
library. 

Dr. Herbert Freidenwald, of Washington, 
delivered a most interesting address upon 
“The Methods of Preserving Old Manu- 
scripts.”” He said that many of the old 
manuscripts were decaying, and becoming 
illegible, and he suggested photography as 
the best method of securing the treasures 
to other ages. This, he said, would afford 
a working copy for those who desired to 
use it. The address was heard with a great 
deal of interest. Dr. Freidenwald is, by the 
way, a gentleman of great ability, and he 
could well handle any subject that might 
be put before him. 

Two papers that were expected to prove 
of general interest were postponed. They 
are; ‘Cheap Postage as a Factor in Library 
Development,’’ by Rev. W. Scott, and 
‘‘Practical Discussions and Suggestions on 
the Purchase, Care and Lending of Photo- 
graphs,”’ by C. A. Cutter. 

William Beers read a paper on ‘‘Aids and 
Guides that Was Spoken of as Being of 
Much Value,’”’ and James L. Whitney, act- 
ing librarian of the Boston public library, 
read an atdress upon the ‘Feasibility of 
Issuing a Prwted Catalogue’”’ of the instl- 
tution of whick he is the present head. He 
showed that sudh a catalogue would require 
thirty volumes ¥f 1,000 pages each, and 
would cost $200,000, in addition to the sixteen 
years of time that would be required to do 
the work incident to cataloguing.

Speaking of the pawn brokers 
Captain Slaughter said: 

“As a whole, we have a very good class 
of men who loan money in pawnshops and 
they are always ready to assist the officers 
of the law in catching criminals. We catch 
& great many thieves through the pawn- 
shops under the present city ordinances re- 
quiring pawn brokers to keep a book show- 
ing all their daily transactions. Of course, 
a few fellows might now and then slip a 
diamond that he gets cheap, but I don't 
think such occasions are frequent.” 

With eighty-six pawmnshops in the city a 
fellow who, in the common vernacular, 
is “‘strapped,”’ can “soak ‘his ticker’ or 
“hock his pistol’’ when sore needs are 
pressing or when, to again use the common 
vernacular, ‘‘Pete has got him."’

REMITTANCE OF FINES. 


National Trotting Association Says 
Racing Fines Must Stick. 

Chicago, May 11.—The board of review of 
the National Trotting Association conclud- 
ed its three days’ session today and ad- 
journed. ; 

During its stay in the city decisions were 
rendered in 100 cases affecting trotting clubs 
and fair organizations in all parts of the 
country. 

The last case decided was that of the 
National Trotting Association against the 
Louisville Driving and Fair Association. The 
case was interesting for the reason tthat it 
involved the power of a judge or associa- 
t'on to suspend or modify a fine assesed 
againt a driver after the action of the au- 
thorities had been publicly announced from 
the stand.

The case in question occur- 
red at a meeting of the Louisville Driving 
and Fair Association last fall, when the 
judges fined W. O. Foote $00, George Saun- 
ders $1f0 and Fred Keyes $50 for laying up 
heats in the Douglass stakes, which were 
remitted shortly after by the judges.

He stated that several 
citizens had delayed building on Edgewood 
avenue on account of the condition of the 
bireet, and that they were waiting for the 
council fo act before erecting some magnifi- 
cent structures.

WAILS QUT A PRAYER FOR HELP 


Served in the Confederate Army in 
Eighth Georgia Regiment—Bears 
the Scars of Seven Wounds. 
Tells the Story of His

Lying’ upon a pile of blankets in a celd 
at the police barracks is Captain Leonidas 
T. Mitchell, an old man sixty-five years 
age, who fougat and bled in the con- 
federate army und bears the. sears of 
honorable wounds; alone in the 
world and in an almost dying condition 
he has been given a bed upon the floor 
of a cell by the police because he hag no 
roof over his gray head, withont a friend, 
and a helpless weak, poor old creature he 
cries out; “My “od, is there not a hand 
in all the world to help me now?” 

For five days and nights he has lain 
upon the floor of the prison, growing 
weaker each hour and wailing out a pray- 
er to he saved from death in such a place 

The Grady hospital says it cannot take 
hira; the county alms house does not want 
him; there is no portal open to him, and 
so he lies in the cell at the police barracks, 
treated by the officers as tenderly as pos-

Hendrix, to the position, over the 
of Major William H. Smyth, 
ehairman of the district republican execu- 
tive committee. 'Whether this appnoint- 
ment was made with the approval of 
Jackson McHenry, chairman of the county 
republican executive committee, is still an 
open question. Mr. Johnson says McHen.- 
ry did not approve the appointment to 
him; McHenry says he told Mr. Johnson 
over the telephone that the appointment 
of Mr. Smith was agreeable.

To begin at the beginning: John Carr 
was the postmaster at Clara under the 
Cleveland administration, but when Mc- 


Kinley was inaugurated the democrat was 
ousted and J. C. Daniel, a republican, who 
was at the time of his appointment a resi- 
dent of Clayton county, was substituted. 
Daniel is now under the charge of embez- 
ziing from the government and is in the 
Tower. The office was declared vacant, 
and a number of candidates announced 
for the position, 

Among them were O. S, Tarflinger, who 
resides on the Howell mil road, and 
Charles Bromley, who resides at 136 Cur- 
ran street. There were others, but the 
row was raised over these two. The can- 
didacy of Tarflinger was supported mainly 
by Dr. J. W. Auten; that of Bromley is 
said to have been supported by Jackson 
McHenry. The latter partially admits this, 
but says he ‘“‘flopped’’ to Smith when he 
heard he wanted the Position. 

MaHenry is accused of taking the note 
of Mr. Bromley for “campaign purposes,” 
which he denies; A. L. Burnett, a negro, 
is said to have seen McHenry paid $35 by 
Bromiey in the office of H. JL. Johnson, 
a negro lawyer, which McHenry denounces 
as false; Dr. Auten is said to have been 
approached by (McHenry, who stated that 
Tartlinger, for $50, could get his indorse- 
ment, and Dr. Auten does not deny this, 
all of which ‘McHenry says is untrue. 

McHenry says Dr. Auten approached him 
and told him that he could get $50 by in- 
dorsing Tarflinger for postnfster, which 
offer he refused to accept, 

Major Smyth desired Tarflinger for the 
position, although he did not imdorse him 
officially or in writing. Major Smyth is said 
to feel that he has been overridden by Wal- 
ter Johnson in the appointment, although 
the major will not admit it. Dr. Auten ils 
said to have had a lively scene in Mr. John- 
son’s office yesterday when he heard of the 
recommendation of W. H. Smith for the 
position, and there are several other mat- 
ters which the leaders say will be made 
public Jater.

Daniel is now under the charge of embez- 
ziing from the government and_jis in the 
Tower. The office was declared vacant,

Among them were O. S, Tarflinger, who 
resides on the Howell mill road, and 
Charles Bromley, who resides at 136 Cur- 
ran street. There were others, but the 
row was raised over these two. The can- 
didacy of Tarflinger was supported mainly 
by Dr. J. W. Auten; that of Bromley is 
said to have been swpported by Jackson 
McHenry. The latter partially admits this, 
but says he ‘‘flopped” to Smith when he 
heard he wanted the position. 

MeaHenry is accused of taking the note 
of (Mr. Bromley for “campaign purposes,” 
which he denies; A. L. Burnett, a negro, 
is sakd to have seen McHenry paid $35 by 
Bromley in the office of H. L. Johnson, 
a negro lawyer, which McHenry denounces 
as false; Dr. Auten is said to have been 
approached by (MiHenry, who stated that 
Tarflinger, for $50, could get his indorse- 
ment, and Dr. Auten does not deny this, 
all of which ‘McHenry says is untrue.

Dr. W. J. Auten yesterday wrote Hon. 
Leonidas F. Livingston, democratic con- 
gressman from ‘this district, of the affair 
and asked him to have the appointment of 
Smith held up. Last night Dr. Auten wired 
Livingston that a letter was coming and 
partially explained the situation by wire. 
The democratic party May have some re- 
cruits before this Clara postoffice matter is 
straightened out, and it is not improbable 
that the county executive Committee of the 
republican party will take action in the mat- 
ter. 

J. C. Dantel, ex-postmaster at Clara, was 
seen yesterday at the Tower, and asked for 
is side of the affair. He toid a long story, 
which is, in substance, as follows: 

“In 18% 1 was selling books in Clayton 
county. Buck sent for me. He told me to 
go to Clayton county and vote my friends 
of the third party there for the republican 
state ticket and promised to see that I was 
cared for. I did as he directed. When Mc- 
Kinley was inaugurated I wemt to Buck and 
told him I wanted the South Atlanta post- 
office. He said that a negro would have to 
be appointed to that, but said that a demo- 
crat held the postoffice at Clara, which I 
could have. I went out and after secing 
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said ‘if they didn’t quit kicking he would 
give them a negro out ‘there,’ and I told 
them this when I circulated my petition. In 
October, 1897, my house was entered—I kept 
the stamps at home for safety—and the 
thieves took $209 worth of stamps. I then 
hid the stamps. My house was entered sev- 
eral times, In February, 1898, it was en- 
tered a fourth time and the robbers se- 
cured $30 worth of stamps. This made a 
total of $514. I told Mrs. Dean, my land- 
lady, about the robbery, but did not tell 
any one else, and did not report the matter 
for fear of losing my position, I began pay- 
ing back the money and had paid ail except 
what the inspectors found I was short. [ 
think it was about $350, when some one re- 
ported me. I do not think I will be brought 
to trial.’’ . 

Mrs. Dean yesterday corroborated the 
Statement of Daniel about the robbery. 

The Bromieys yesterday hesitated about 
making a statement in regard to their con- 


nection With McHenry during the cam- 
paign. Young George Bromley, who has 
managed the campaign of his father, 


Charles Bromley, refused to make any 
Statement, but the follawing was obtained 
from him by dint of questioning: 

_“‘We did not attempt to buy this office. It 
is true we had Jackson McHenry’s indorse- 
ment, and he circulated our petition in the 
district for us. Of course we paid him for 
hack hire and [ gave him $2 for a campaign 
fund of his. Neither myself nor my father 
have paid McHenry anything except for 
ligitimate expenses. 

Mr. Bromley was asked if it was not true 
that his father had given a note for $25 to 
McHenry. 

“Oh, what's the use of saying anything?” 
said Mr. Bromley. ‘They are all in the 
same boat—Johnson, McHenry and Smyth— 
they are all birds of a feather. Now, we 
took our petition to Mr. Johnson, and he 
told us positively that he would recommend 
for appointment the candidate who secured 
the indorsement of both Major Smyth and 
Jackson McHenry. The petition was taken 
to Smyth: He said: ‘Take that petition to 
Jackson McHenry, and when you have 
secured his signature, bring it back to me,’ 
leaving us under the impression that he, 
too, would then sign it. We secured Mc- 
Henry’s indorsement, and theu Smyth re- 
fused to sign our petition. Now, Johnson 
recommends a@ man who is not a resident 
of the district, and I think we should enter 
& protest against his appointment, I state 
positively that we did not give a note for 
$25 to McHenry, and did not pay him any 
money.”’ 

Charles Bromley, the g¢andidate, does not 
tell exactly the same story. After a search 
of several hours, he was found in the road 
near his home. He was asked for what 
amount the note was that he had given 
McHenry. He replied: 

‘The note was for $25. This was given to 
cover the expenses of the campaign. I 
positively did not give McHenry any money 
except $2 for hack hire.” 

Professor Strickland is the name of a 
negro school teacher of the district in which 
the postoffice, Clara, is located. He is said 
to be the chairman pro tem. of the repub- 
lican executive committee in that section 
It was understoo@g that he, also, wanted 
money. 

“He came to the house last night,” said 
George Bromley and wanted money, but it 
was on an entirely different matter from 
the campaign for the postoffice.”’ 

‘Yes, Strickland wanted me to give him 
$15 last night,’ said Charles Bromley, ‘‘to 
secure his indorsement, but I turned him 
down.” 

T. O. Tarflinger was the other candidate 


for the position of postmaster at Clara. 
His candidacy was supported by Major 
Smyth, and the major was arranging to 
make out the papers and give them 
his indorsement when Mr. John- 
Som announced that he had already 


recommended Mr. Smith for the place. Mr. 
Tarflinger was found at his home on 
Howells mili road yesterday alternoon 
and made the following statement in fre- 
gard to the affair:

tution such as the Carnegie Library will 


be made. One of the most important 
matters to be considered in connection 
with a library is its location and size. 
The ‘present lot would mot be large 


enough and the city would outgrow it in 
a very short space of time. 


J. E. MADDOX—The central location of the 
present site of the Young Meén’s library 
should commend itself to the committee 
whose duty it will be to consider whether 
or not it is suitable for the proposed new 
library. It is almost in the heart of the 
city and is easy of access. It is a quiet 
location and consequently well adapted 
for the purposes of a library. The lot 
seems large enough to accommodate a 
building of such size as to be amply suf- 
ficient for the needs of the institution 
and even if it is not, it may be possible to 
secure additional land adjoining to make 
the lot large enough. There can be no 
question in my mind but that the present 
lot is admirably adapted for just such a 
structure as will doubtless be built 
the permanent home of the Carnegie li- 
brary. 


PAUL ROMARE, Vice President Atlanta 
National Bank—I think the location of the 
Young Men's library is a little out of the 
way for a public library building, and am 
of the opinion that a more centrally lo- 
cated site should be secured. The Carnegie 
library should by all means be made ac- 
cessible to the public, and for that rea- 
son a new lot ought to be secured and a 
large building adequate in every respect 
for the home of the Ubrary showld be 
erected.

Very high-handed manner about the whole 
affair and I told him so. You know Cap- 
tain Hendrix and Major Smyth are nat the 
best of friends anyhow, because Captain 
Hendrix opposed the appointment of Major 


Smyth as postmaster of Atlanta, and I 
think that maybe that had something 
to do with this affair. I am ashamed of 


the whole matter. It is disgraceful.” 
Major Smyth appeared embarrassed when 
asked about the appointment of Smith. 
He was told of the Tarflinger side .of the 
affair to induce him to talk, but after an 
embarrassing pause said: 

‘That is all I know of the affair.’’ 
“Is it true that you were supporting Tar- 


fiinger and have been overlooked?’ ‘Major 
Smyth was asked, to which he replied 
slowly, ‘I will answer that at the proper 
time, I suppose,’’ which ended the inter- 
view. 

‘Marshal Walter Johnson, who has 


brought matters to a focus by his recom- 
mendation of W. H. Smith for the posi- 
tion, said in substance in giving his side 
of the affair: 

“Matters had fooled along and no one 
appear able to decide who should be rec- 
ommended. I at last found a man who 
was fully trustworthy, decided - he was the 
right man for the place and recommended 
him last Saturday. <As soon as his appli- 
eation came in I approved it. I know iMr. 
Smith, and know he thas every require- 


ment for the position. ‘He will make a 
good postmaster. I did not tell any one 
that I would appoint the man who se- 


cured the indorsement of Major Smyth and 
Jackson McHenry. I believe neither of 
them have indorsed any one.”’ 

Mr, Johnson was asked if it was true 
that he had consulted Jackson MaHenry 
before making the recommendation; asked 
if it was not true that he consulted with 
McHenry over the telephone and secured 
his approval before recommending the ap- 
pointment of Smith, to whieh Mr. John- 
son replied: 

‘McHenry did not approve of Mr. Smith's 
appointment either verbally or otherwise 
to me. I did not consult him over the tele- 
ohone and do not now know whether he 
ikes the recommendation I have made. 
I positively have not consulted him nor 
has he told me who he would like ap- 
pointed.” 

W'hich is denied by Jackson McHenry. 

Jackson grows wrathy in his statement. 
He was not at home last night, but was 
found at his restaurant on the corner of 
Harris and Butler streets. He sat on the 
Stone wall surrounding the church, oppe- 
site his restaurant, as he told how he had 
played the game of polities for years and 
years; how he had been the bottom of the 
republican party in this district since he 
was a boy; how he had made the men who 
are now opposing him ‘‘an tryin’ to smut 
my reputation’’ as he himself put it.

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STATE PRISON FARM 
IN WORKING ORDER 


— 


Commissioner 0. B. Stevens Returns 
frem Visit to Milledgeville. 


2,000 ACRES ARE CULTIVATED 


Buildings on Farm for the Convicts 
Are Fast Nearing Completion. 


COUNTIES OPERATE THE FARM 


162 
Commissioner of Agriculture Deciares 


the State Has Made a Paying In- 
vestment at Milledgeville. 


———— 


Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. Ste- 
vens returned yesterday morning from 
Milledgeville to a visit of the state prison 
farm, where he went at the invitation of 
the prison commission to inspect the »Duild- 
ings and crop. The commissioner is greacly 
pleased with the result of his trip, and de- 
clares the farm will prove ene of the great- 
est paying investments controlled by the 
state. 

He is impressed with the amount of work 
that has been put on the farm, although 
the prisoners have been located there only 
since the first of last month. The final ex- 
change of prisoners has been completed 
under the new lease law, and the number of 
convicts now at Milledgeville who have not 
assigned to any of the penitentiary 
camps is 162, With this labor the farm, of 
which over 2,000 are already under 
cultivation, to be operated. 

Commissioner Stevens found the difficulty 
presented everywhere in making a full crop 
on the new land, but he is of the vwpinion 
that the farm will make a splendid showing 
even at the end of this year. In speaking 
of the farm he said; 

‘“T foung 800 acres planted in colton, 800 
acres in corn and about 400 acres in wheat, 
oats and various vegitables. The land has 
been well prepared, and the crops all 
planted, and at present the crops seem to 
be in good shape. : 

“The buildings of the farm are being fest 
completed, and | found them admiraoaly 
adopted to the purposes for whieh they 
were intended. In fact, I could not find a 
single suggestion to make that I thought 
would improve the convenience of the build- 
ings for either the convicts or the guards. 

“The buildings are located upon a high, 
well elevated spot Where the drainage is 
good. The stock, fifty head of mules, is in 
splendid: condition. There are 102 male 
convicts on the farm, and sixty women. 
They are well treated, and look to be in 
good condition. They are required to do all 
of the manual labor that they are able to 
do, but are amply fed and clothed. With 
proper seasons I think the prison commis- 
sion may expect @ reasonable crop. There 
are two items which are essential for a 
camp, viz., plenty of good, clean, fresh wa- 
ter and an abundance of woog with which 
to make the fires. Both of these [I found. I 
think the prison commission has exercised 
good judgment in the management of this 
camp, and that in the end it will be a suc- 
cess."’

left the Aragon hotel about 9:30 
o'clock on the night of November loth, 
and started for Fetter’s drug store, which 
is in the Grand building. It is alleged that 
he mistook the steps leading into the cel- 
lar for the entrance to the drug btore and 
when he turned into the supposed opening 
he fell headforemost down the iron steps 
and received severe injuries on the head, 
which on November 23d caused his death. 

Mr. Wiswal] was found lying at the foot 
of the steps on the morning of November 
th in an unconscious condition by Offi- 
cers Mann and Felder and the Grady hos- 
pital ambulance was called and carried 
him to the hospital. He only regained 
consciousness for a short time before he 
expired. 

It is alleged in the petition that the de- 
ceased Was sixty-one years of age and was 
making about $2,100 per year. He had 
some property at the time of his death. 
His residence was in Roxbury, Mass. 

Mr. Wiswall was treasurer or a cotton 
mill at West Point and had been in At- 
lanta before the accident. It is alleged 
that he was a sober man with good habits 
and thut the fall he received was due to 
the construction of the building and the 
lack of diligence on the part of the owner, 
L. DeGive. 

The answer of the defendant shows that 
the steps leading from the sidewalk to the 
cellar could not be mistaken by a man in 
possession of all his faculties for an en- 
trance to the drug store. 

Tt is claimed the steps are properly pro- 
tected against such mistakes and _ that 
sufficient precautions are taken by the 
proprietor to prevent such accidents. It Is 
further set up in the answer that Mr. Wis- 
wall was under the influence of an iIn- 
toxicant and would not have fallen in the 
Stairway if he had been in a perfectly 
rational] condition. 

It Is contended in 
might have been the victim of foul play 
and after his assailants had done their 
work he was thrown in the place to hide 
the effects of the crime. 

The case proceeded with much haste 
yesterday, but the number of witnesses 
who are to be heard will make the trial a 
iong one. There are about fifty witnesses 
for the defendants and a number of wit- 
nesses for and many pages of interroga- 
tories to be read for the plaintiff. 

Dr. Reeves, the house surgeon at the 
Grady hospital, where Mr. Wiswall was 
carried when he was discovered, was the 
first witness on the stand. He stated that 
after examination of the wound that he 
discovered a fracture of the skull and 
thought !t was probably on the back of 
the head. 

Waliace Webb, a drug clerk in the store, 
described the condition of the steps of the 
building. Officers Mann ana Felder told 
of the finding of Wiswall and said they 
discovered blood at the foot of the steps 
and thought there was some on the wall. 

The depositions of Mrs. Wiswail were 
read. She stated. that her husband was 
essentially a home man. She said out of 
a married life of twenty-one years, he had 
not left the place but on three or four 
trips. These trips were described. 

She stated that he was strictly a tem- 
Pperate man and only oceasionally, when on 
a Visit to a friend, would he take a glass 
of beer. She also swore that he had some 
life insurance. He owned an interest in 
several manufacturing institutions, but 
Was not considered a wealthy man.

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MANUAL TRAINING 


FOR COLUMBUS 


Trustees of the Public Schools 
There Adopt the Course 


WILL BEGIN WITH NEXT TERM 


Columbus Schools First In Georgla To 
Adopt This System, 


BELIEVED IT WILL BE A SUCCESS 


Superintendent Gibson Recommended 
It Some Time Ago and the Mat- 
ter Has Been Given Full and 
Careful Attention—Com- 
mittee’s Report.

Ga., public schools has adopted a eourse 


of industrial and manual training which is

Columbus is the first city of the state to 
start the movement toward practical edu- 
cation in public schools and in taking the 
the 
the utmost 


initiative board of trustees expresses 


confidence in the final success 
of the plan. 

Professor C,-B. Gibson, superintendent of 
the Columbus schools and president of the 
Georgia Teachers’ Association, was in At- 
lanta yesterday on his way to Charleston. 
He expressed satisfaction at the report of 
the committee from the board of trustees in 
Columbus which had been appointed to ex- 
amine into the subject of manual training 
for children, and said that for some months 
he had been impressed with the great need 
for such training in the south. 

Professor Gibson has just returned frcm 
a tour of the principal cities in the north- 
west, which for the pur- 
pose of examining those systems of indvus- 
trial training in operation in that part. of 
the country. Upon his return to Colum- 
bus a few days ago, Professor Gibson made 
an extended report to the board of trustees 
on the result of his investigations, and it is 
on this report that the board decided to 
take action at once. 

In the report of the committee from the 
board of trustees the reasons for advocating 
the introduction of the industrial system 
are given in full. From the moral, educa- 
ticnal and practical standpoints, the com- 
mittee finds that industrial training far 
Surpasses purely méntal training in its re- 
sults on the child, 

A year ago a partial system of manual 
training was reported favorably to the 
board of trustees in Columbus, but it was 
not adopted, being laid on the table by com- 
mon consent, 

Manual training has been strongly advo- 
cated for some time by State School Com- 
missioner Glenn, who has referred to the 
subject in addresses at various cities in 
the state and recommended its trial in the 
schools. Commissioner Glenn was delighted 
yesterday to learn that Columbus 1.ad 
adopted the system in full, and declared the 
board of trustees deserved praise for tak- 
ing the initiative in a matter that._no one 
seemed at first inclined to try. 

The following is the report of the com- 
mittee on study and textbooks which has 
been adopted by the board of trustees: 

Columbus, Ga., May 9, 1899. To the 
Board of Trustees Columbus Public 
Schools, Columbus, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
Since the establishment of the public 
schoo] system of this city thirty-two 
years ago, we feel that there has never 
been presented to your attention a mat- 
ter touching the welfare of our schools 
of greater importance than the subject 
of this report, the question of the in- 
troduction into our white and colored 
schools of a system of manual! and ji- 
dustrial training. 

One year ago this committee recom- 
mended the introduction into the colored 
schools of a partial system of manual 
training. That report, by common con- 
sent, was laid upon the table for one 
year, and we now come before you pre- 
pared to earnestly request that you 
adopt a thorough system of manual 
training, as already introduced and suc- 
cessfully demonstrated in many of the 
best public school systems throughout 
the country. 

After careful] consideration on our 
part and the personal inspection of ex- 
isting systems by our superintendent, 
we urge the introduction of manual 
training for the following reasons,: viz: 

1From the educational standpoint. 
Throughout this ectire course of instruc- 
tion every possible opportunity is taken 
to stimulate the inventive and creative 
faculties, special stress being laid upon 
beauty of form and proportion. While 
the mind is being developed, the eye 
and the hand, its most important agents, 
are trained in sympathy. The student 
thus acquires skill in design, ability in 
execution and taste in arrangement—all 
valuable adjuncts to every department 
of life’s work. 

2. From the practical standpoint. The 
broad criticism of all public school work 
of today is that pupils are taught to 
know, but not to do. Here enters the 
practical side of manual training, and 
perhaps its most important one, The wld 
saying, “‘Every boy should learn a 
trade,’ would be a good text for a ser- 
mon on technica} togining. While we 
do not propose to turn out finished ar- 
tisans from among our boys or éxpe- 
rienced eeamstresses and cooks from 
among our girls, yet every child will 
have an opportunity to show his special 
inclination or bent toward an occupation 
that will not only be congenial, but if 
taken up as a trade when school days 
are over, will make a good citizen cf 
many a lad who, with no ambition for 
the professions or no opportunities for 
business advancement, would otherwise 
drift into a life of idleness and per- 
haps vice. 

With the girls the opportunities of 
manual training are equally as impor- 
tant. If cast upon their own resources, 
they will have been given the first taste 
of a life of honorable oecupation, and 
if destined to become wives and mpiii-

FOOT COVERERS TAUHANKIND. 
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CITY BOND COUPONS BURNED 


Finance Committee Held Interesting 
Ceremony Yesterday. 


BONDS BOUGHT BY COMMISSION 


Coupons Amounting to $38,387.24 
Were Destroyed—Details of 
the Deal. 


The city comptroller and the finance com- 
mittee of the city council burned $38,387.2 
worth of city of Atlanta bond coupons in 
the comptroller’s office .at the city hall 
yesterday afternoon. 

The sinking fund commission has recently 
purchased forty-four city of Atlanta bonds 
as follows: Thirty-two bonds dated Septem- 
ber 1, 1885, denomination $1,000, due Septem- 
ber 1, 1915. From each of these bonds were 
detached thirty-three coupons of $25, and 
one coupon of $8.35, making a total from the 
thirty-two bonds of $26,667.20 in coupons. 

The bonds were drawing 5 per cent In- 
terest, and were purchased by the commis- 
sion at 119.23, which, together with the ac- 
crued@ interest, amounted to $38,692.78. 

These are redemption bonds signed by 
George Hillyer, mayor; R. M. Farrar, treas- 
urer, and countersigned by J, H. Goldsmith, 
clerk of the council. 

The commission also purchased twelve 
water bonds, of the issue of $182,000, dated 
June 1, 1893, due May 31, 1923, denomination 
$1,000, 4 per cent interest, signed by John B. 
Goodwin, mayor; A. P. Wooaward, clerk 
of council; W. T.. Wall, treasurer, and 
countersigned by J. H. Golasmith, city 
comptroller, 

There were forty-eight coupons of $20 each 
and one coupon of $16.67 on each bond, the 
coupons on the twelve bonds amounting to 
$11,720.04. These twelve bonds were pur- 
chased at 112, accrued interest an@ com- 
misson amountng to $13,626. 

The coupons from both of these batches 
of bonds were detached from the bonds and 
destroyed yesterday afternoon. The bonds 
were then registered on the books in the 
city comptroller’s and the city treasurer's 
offices, as required by law, in the name of 
T. B. Neal, president of the sinking fund 
commission of Atlanta.

A DOG CAN BE LEVIED UPON 


Judge Lumpkin Confirms Decision of 
a Justice Court. 


SHORT HISTORY OF DOGS GIVEN 


Judge Lumpkin Cites Facts and Law 
To Show Why Dogs Should Be 
Considered Property. 


Judge Lumpkin delivered a decision on 
dogs yesterday in which he helg that a levy 
could be made on a dog, as property of 
value. This is the first decision of the kind 
that has been made in this state. AS Judge 
Lumpkin said the dog question has been In 
the court many times, but it has usually 
been considered in cases of property for the 
theft of which a punishment is being 
sought, but has never been considere@ in 
the light of a levy before. 

Judge Lumpkin’s decision was one high- 
ly interesting, and he went into the history 
of the dog from the early times. He wrots 
a learned and interesting paper on the wild 
animals, and to what extent the ancient 
peoples held the dog as property. , 

The decision was made in the case of J. 
J. ang J. E. Maddox against Max Kecke. 
The plaintiffs levied on a dog which was 
supposed to be the property of Kecke to 
satisfy a debt. When the case came before 
a justice, Carl Wolfsheimer put in a claim 
to the dog. 

The attorney for the defendant staged to 
the justice that the dog could not be consid- 
ered by the court, as it was not leviable 
property, and the attorney mroved that the 
case be dismissed. The justice held that 
the dog was leviable property, and so ruled. 
The case was appealed to the superior court 
and the decision of Judge Lumpkin con- 
firmed the ruling of the justice court. 

Judge Lumpkin, in discoursing on dogs, 
said that the first we know of them is when 
Cerebus was placed to guard the gate to 


hell, ang so far as history tells, he did the 


work well. 

Judge Lumpkin said the dog had played 
a large part in literature, fiction, history, 
mythology and poetry and art. He said 


the dog was one of the first of wild ani- 


mals to be domesticated,- and that in all 
the phases he had been treated in the arts 
he was given quality of high intelligence, 
and capable of great affection. 
He quoted the verses about 
ey.

Goose when she went to the cupboard.

Judge Lumpkin’'s decision on this question 
is one of the most interesting he has dand- 


ed down for some time. He states in his 
forcible manner why a dog should be con- 
sidered property. 


RULING ON HOMESTEADS. 


Judge Lumpkin Decides That a Re- 
frigerator of a Butcher Can Be 
Levied Upon. 

In the case of E. D. Davis against R. A. 
Starnes and Mrs. S. E. Starnes, claimant, 
tt was decided that a refrigerator belong- 
ing to a butcher could not be exempted 

from levy under a homestead. 

The case was tried yesterday in the su- 
perior court and it was maintained that 
the ice box could not be levied upon. Judge 
Lumpkin differed with these contentions 
and decided that the box was not a tool of 
trade of the butcher and therefore could 
not be homesteaded. He ordered the costs 
of the proceedings to be taken out of the 
Sale of the refrigerator. 

Morris Macks represented the plaintiff 
in error.
